1091" meeting. March 28, 2007: Medallic Portraits of 
Martin Luther King, Jr. Herb Miles 


PCNS member Herb Miles presented a PowerPoint slide show of 
medallic portraits of assassinated Civil Rights leader, Martin Luther 
King, Jr. Herb brought approximately 40 or so distinct 
representations of Dr. King in various poses on pinbacks, medals, and! 
tokens. | 
A summary of his life, cut short at age 39, was given showing the 
many things accomplished during that short span of years, i.e, 
becoming a pastor at age 24, spearheading the Montgomery, Alabama’ 
bus boycott of 1955-1956, helping to win passage of the Civil Rights 
act of 1964, the Voting Rights Act of 1965, and winning the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1964. A number of wonderful accomplishments that 
most of us could never hope to achieve in even 70 years, let alone 39. 


Exhibits (reported by Herb Miles) 

Steve Huston exhibited a large booklet page featuring King Stephen 
of England, an item that fits neatly into one of his collecting areas, 
and two nice hardback Krause publications that had been presentation} 
copies. 

Michael Wehner brought a nice Steamboat Saloon token (a dance 
hall according to Jerry) and a very intriguing Atwood-Coffee 
transportation token, “Good for a Camel Ride” from the Dahomey

The two coins were part of the official 
countermarks done on Costa Rican coinage in the early 20" century, 
except these were inverted!
